The NAGC size and color classification is used in our descriptive list. This method of listing gives you valuable information 
which you will readily note. 


First is the name of the variety, then in parenthesis the size and color class figures. Following this is the name of the originator 
and year in which the variety was first available to American purchasers. The figures in the last parenthesis denote the number of grow- 
ing days required from planting to date of blooming. The number of days to bloom is figured for large bulbs; medium bulbs usually 
require 5 to 7 days longer to bloom. Because of variations in climate, the number of days required for a particular variety to bloom may 
vary by several days. However, the listed blooming dates will give a fair idea of what to expect of a variety.

For example, the classification number of Cheyenne is 536. 
The 500 means that its floret size is 51 inches or larger and the 
36 indicates it is a scarlet. Hence the numbers in parenthesis 
listed right after the variety name tell the size and color of the 
individual floret as grown from large bulbs. 


COLOR CLASS COMMENT 


WHITE-—00 


ATHENE continues to look good and rates excellent. FLOR- 
ENCE NIGHTINGALE is a consistent producer of tall spikes 
and does well from medium size bulbs. SILVER COURT is 
snowy white without any trace of cream but has failed to give 
us stretchy spikes. SPINDRIFT is really a pale cream. It con- 
sistently throws long spikes. I still rate SILVER WINGS near 
the top in the white class and think it the most beautiful of the 
white or cream sports of Picardy. A good spike of WHITE 
CHALLENGE is nothing short of sensational. One of the 
easiest growers and an A-1 cutter is WHITE GODDESS. The 
ivory tinge in WHITE STAR adds to its distinctiveness. This 
is probably the earliest of all whites. WHITE SYMPHONY 
came well recommended and lived up to expectations. The in- 
dividual florets of WHITE WINGS are gorgeous and place it 
near the top for beauty. 


CREAM-06 


Advance reports, prior to its release, made COLUMBIA a “Must” 
on our list of purchases last year. This seems to be a clearer color 
than Corona and especially needed since healthy stocks of Corona 
are practically non-existent. CONNIE “G” is really a very light 
yellow and is tops for beauty. Whether you grow for exhibition 
or commercial purposes LA VALLE simply cannot be overlooked. 
The crisp, ivory-buff florets will thrill you. 


LIGHT YELLOW-10 and 
DEEP YELLOW-12 


CYNTHIA is rapidly coming to the fore as the best early light 
yellow. The jewel of the garden and favorite of garden visitors 
is GOLD. Words fail in trying to describe its beauty and one can 
hardly believe his own eyes when the florets unfold. GOLD is a 
magnificent commercial and will become a top florist flower. The 
flowerhead could be longer but I think we over-do flowerhead 
length in commercial varieties. The crystal clear light yellow of 
Crinklecream is duplicated in KEEPSAKE but the latter is not so 
temperamental as the older variety. The gay colors of PERDITA 
plus its excellent cutting qualities stamp it as a delux cutflower. 
Its leathery texture and very tight attachment enable it to with- 
stand rough handling. TERRIFIC takes the honors for “Most 
Open”. It will bear watching on the show table and its com- 
mercial qualities seem good. 


BUFF—16 and ORANGE 
(light, deep, red)—20; 22; 24 


BETTY DUNCAN is outstanding and a very beautiful flower. 
CHIEF PONTIAC outdid itself with those giant spikes. 
GOLDEN BLEND makes a fine commercial. It is near October 
Sunshine in color. The ruffling of GOLD MEDAL is beautiful 


and this variety seems to get better each year. MELLOW MOON 
is a very fine commercial. It throws long, willowy spikes and is 
a 100% cutter. One of the best all-around performers is 
OCTOBER SUNSHINE. PATROL has earned its high rating 
by consistently giving tall, beautiful spikes. A show flower par 
excellence, it is also a fine commercial for those who have suff- 
cient stock. WILMA DITTMAN is a giant in plant and spike 
formation. A dozen spikes make a real armful. BITTER- 
SWEET and DAISY MAE are alike in a deep shade of orange 
with the exception of the throat markings. GLOW is very valu- 
able as an early cutflower. The older ORANGE GOLD is a 
superior variety and a near-perfect grower. It comes the near- 
est to being a true orange. TROCADERO is unusual with its 
difficult-to-define color of salmon-orange. 


LIGHT SALMON-30 and 
DEEP SALMON-32 


The intensely ruffled GORGEOUS DEB is a real eye opener. 
This is very highly rated by many cataloguers. HIHO is noted 
for its clear color tones. JINNI MARIE produces long, heavy 
spikes with many open. LADY WAYNE seems to be a little 
temperamental but a good spike is really something. MAXA is 
huge in growth and must be planted deeply. 


SCARLET-—36 


CHEYENNE is very showy with excellent commercial possi- 
bilities. FIRE GLEAM threw one perfect spike after another 
and is a top notch variety. One of the largest and best deep 
scarlets is HAROLD K. This can be grown to mammoth size. 
HIAWATHA is a beauty in light scarlet and can make perfect 
formal spikes. Whether for cutflower or exhibition RED 
CHERRY really rates. When we deliver our flowers to the 
wholesale house florists are usually waiting for the spikes of RED 
CHERRY and many times they are taken directly off the truck. 
For mid-season bloom RED WING tops anything we've grown 
in quantity. This is a magnificent variety and a living memorial 
to a wonderful man—Howard V. Wright. 


LIGHT PINK—40 and DEEP PINK—42 


BOISE BELLE is a perfect florist flower with its unusually good 
keeping qualities and ability to hold 8-12 open. The color im- 
proves under artificial light. A customer reported a 74 inch spike 
of CITATION. This combines beauty and size and gives an 
excellent account of itself. Rated by many as the most beautiful 
light pink, CLARENCE D. FORTNAM will thrill you with its 
beautifully ruffled florets of such waxy substance. In spite of its 
usually misplaced florets EVANGELINE is a great glad and has 
very high commercial value. When you get a spike of good 


placement you have a potential Grand Champion. From all re- 
ports FRIENDSHIP is really making a name for itself as a top- 
notch cutflower. It is one of the very first to bloom. HEART’S 
DESIRE should take its place as one of the all time greats and 
will be grown by the millions. Made to order for florist work, 
it is a top commercial pink. SEASHELL is different from other 
pinks with its glistening, satiny texture. Outstanding this year 
was SKYWAY with its long, heavy spikes. Similar in color but 
blooming later is TIVOLI. This is in heavy demand as a cut- 
flower. SWEET SIXTEEN retains all the superlative commercial 
qualities of Beauty's Blush of which it is a sport. It is a real joy 
to cut spikes of this fine, pure pink. If it wouldn’t be for an 
occasional spike reverting, one would never guess that YANKEE 
CLIPPER is a sport of Picardy. Its 8 open double-row florets 
are of extremely heavy texture and it is an A-1 exhibition flower. 
One of the tallest, most vigorous of all is YANKEE LASS. Not 
too good a grower from bulblets, it more than makes up for this 
fault by producing heavy spikes from all size bulbs. JUNE DAY 
performs better when planted for early bloom. This seems to be 
an excellent year for PHANTOM BEAUTY. It was outstanding 
for us and I noted several major wins for it. SPIC & SPAN 
continues its parade of Championships and is now being uni- 
versally grown as a cutflower. 


LIGHT RED-50; DEEP RED-52; 
BLACK RED-54 


ACE OF SPADES is the blackest red I have seen. More open 
would be desired. I know of nothing quite like the sparkling 
beauty of BIRCH RED. It is an excellent commercial. BLACK 
CHERRY is a heavy winner for us and always attracts the atten- 
tion of garden visitors. Although it does not have a long stretchy 
flowerhead, ROYAL WINDSOR is a fine cutflower. Its light red 
color is particularly good under artificial light. NANCY is a rich 
shade of red and a very fast increaser. 


LIGHT ROSE-60 and DEEP ROSE-62 


GWEN is a very tall, improved Chamouny although a little 
lighter in color. Cutflower growers will be interested in JUNE 
ROSE as it is early and an excellent spike maker. MISS CHI- 
CAGO has been described as the most beautiful gladiolus but to 
get good spikes it needs extra culture. NOWETA ROSE can 
be grown to huge size and is making a name for itself on the 
show table. Cutflower growers are just beginning to realize the 
fine florist value of VENIDA. I suggest you try this fine rose if 
you haven’t grown it. W. H. HOSMER is a wonderful color 
but doesn’t seem to stretch quite enough. If a cutflower grower, 
you can't afford to be without ROSE CHARM with its earliness, 
height, and fine color. 


LAVENDER-—66 


When the color is clear I know of nothing to equal BRIDAL 
ORCHID for all around performance. FALCON takes the honors 
for being the most unusual lavender with its distinctive floret 


formation. GAIL throws the kind of spikes that can be cut 100% 
right down the row. It is consistently good. PARTHIENA can 
make tremendous spikes and has a long list of winnings to its 
credit. For purity of color PATRICIAN is hard to beat. RUTH 
ANN is beautiful and would rate higher if it only grew a little 
taller. SUNDAY BEST fooled us completely this year and sent 
up one spike after another of near-perfection. After running up 
against TYRONE with our entries in the Indiana shows the past 
two years we decided to invest a rather substantial sum in stock of 
it. When the entries had narrowed down to two or three in the 

selection of best spike in the show TYRONE was always there. 

The introductory price will enable nearly all to grow this beauti- 

ful lavender. It is highly recommended to the cutflower grower 

also. We anticipate a complete sell-out of WEDGWOOD 

now that it is priced so cheaply. Spikes of this never go begging; 

in fact we can’t cut enough to supply the demand. 


PURPLE-70 


The big news this year, as last, is KING DAVID. This is out- 
standing and can be grown to giant proportions. It is also an 
excellent commercial prospect. More reasonable in price is 
SHERWOOD which is a rich reddish purple. We cut dozens 
of tall spikes of this last summer which were eagerly sought after. 


LIGHT VIOLET-—76 and 
DEEP VIOLET-78 


Perhaps the best blue for color value is BLUE BONNET but it 
lacks in flowerhead and is a poor germinator. The big surprise 
was BLUE DEVIL. I had observed this at the shows but didn’t 
realize the full value of this fine spike maker. At last it looks 
like we have a “Blue” that will open many florets and is healthy 
in growth. BLUE LAGOON is a little earlier and a healthy 
grower but doesn’t open as many as Blue Devil. It is a fine com- 
mercial. 


SMOKY SHADES-80 


OPECHEE is more subdued than most smokies and is very at- 
tractive. Perhaps the most unusual is PERSIAN RUG. This is 
entirely different from anything I have seen and is aptly named. 
STORMY WEATHER seems to be the top performer in this 
class; in fact it would be excellent in any class with its 8 open 
florets arranged on a long stretchy flowerhead. This will really 
garner the ribbons and rosettes. 


The above comments are based upon the 1951 growing season 
here. This was one of the hottest and dryest summers in our 
locality for many years and our irrigation lines worked overtime 


week in and week out. 


In conclusion I would like to mention that every variety listed 
in this catalogue was grown in our field and each is described as 
we saw it here. We feel certain that all are very much worth- 
while and that our customers can buy from our list with the ut- 
most confidence.

TYRONE (466) Deam ‘52 


A beautiful orchid lavender shading into white on the lower 
petals with slight lavender peppering in the throat. 
Tyrone’s attachment and placement are excellent and the florets 
are very tight and close against the stem, making a very flat 
flowerhead. It opens up to 9 recurved, pointed florets on flower- 
heads averaging 26 inches. Height in field averages 54 inches. 
Number of buds average 20 to 24 from large bulbs. It bloomed in 
78 days from large bulbs in our field. Florets are of double-row 
placement. 
The growth of Tyrone is very vigorous and healthy, the plant 
making clean, healthy, broad foliage. Bulblets are produced in 
good quantity and germination and growth from bulblets is excel- 
lent. Makes fine looking bulbs that handle well. It opens to the 
tip when cut tight and is an excellent keeper. Strong, tall grower 
and does not crook. 
Tyrone’s record speaks for itself as a show flower. It has the 
following phenomenal list of winnings to its credit.

Our 
entry of Boise Belle was sectional Champion in the 400 size 3 spike 
open class at the 1951 Indiana state show.

SUGGESTIONS FOR DIPPING AND DUSTING 


LYSOL DIP 


4 tablespoons of Lysol 


Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and no longer than 
6 hours; soak bulblets overnight or 12 to 14 hours. After bulbs or bulb- 
lets are removed from the solution, allow to dtain for 30 minutes and 
plant same day as treated, preferably while still wet. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 


I ounce New Improved Ceresan 
3 teaspoon measures Grasselli Spreader Sticker or 3 teaspoons Dreft 
3, gallons water 


To get a good preparation easily and quickly, mix the Ceresan and 
wetting agent together, add a little water at a time, and stir until a uni- 
form mixture is obtained. DO NOT USE THE HANDS WHEN 


3, gallons of water 


STIRRING. Soak bulbs in the solution for 15 minutes, stirring several 
times during treatment; soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs or 
bulblets are removed from the solution, allow them to drain for about 30 
minutes and plant IMMEDIATELY. A delay n planting can cause injury 
to the bulbs. If the ground s dry at planting time I suggest the Lysol 
treatment instead of N.I.C. as dryness can cause a considerable delay in 
germination or growth besides possible injury to the bulbs. 


DUSTING FOR THRIPS 


The easiest and most efficient means of controlling Thrips is to dust the 
foliage of the plants with 5% D.D.T. Many types of dusters are avail- 
able and one can be obtained to suit your size planting. Begin dusting 
when plants are in third leaf and continue about every two weeks. Best 
results will be obtained when the dust is applied to the plants while the 
dew is still on them.

Small orders are usually sent by mail at our risk. Larger orders 
are shipped by express fully insured, thereafter our responsibility 
ceases. Customer should file an immediate claim if the package 
is received in a damaged condition. 


WHOLESALE PRICES. Upon request we will gladly mail our 
wholesale list to growers. Extras and overcount are also given on 
wholesale orders. Be sure to list on the back of the order blank 
some varieties that you would like to try. Also whether you 


want large, medium, or small bulbs or bulblets. We will include 
bulbs according to the size of the order. 


F.O.B. ITEMS. If your order contains both f.o.b. and retail 
items, we will ship them together in one package f.o.b. but will 
give enough overcount and extras to more than offset the carry- 
ing charges on the retail items. If the order is a large one and 
you want the 2 classes shipped separately, be sure to mark the 
order blank accordingly. 


ORDER EARLY. To be sure of getting the varieties you have 
planned on, send your orders as soon as possible. Orders for 
large bulbs will be filled with No. 1 size as long as they last. 
Medium bulbs will be No. 3 size as long as they last and small 
bulbs will be No. 5 as long as they last. Early orders will get 
preference on the size. 

BULB SIZES. In the retail list L means large size which 1s No. 
1 and No. 2 bulbs (114 inch and up); M means medium size 
which is No. 3 and No. 4 bulbs (34 to 14% inch); S means 
small size which is No. 5 and No. 6 bulbs (14 inch to 34 inch). 


BULBLETS. Bulblets of some varieties are hard to germinate. 
If the bulblets are expensive it will be to your advantage to peel 
them before planting. Do not peel them more than a few days 
in advance of planting or they will lose moisture and become dry 
and hard. After planting, whether peeled or not, if they are 
kept well watered the per cent that will germinate and grow will 
be much larger. When giving peeled bulblets a pre-planting dip 
they should only be dipped long enough for the solution to coat 
them. When growing new introductions, planting bulblets is a 
cheaper way to get a start, however, we cannot guarantee their 
germination. Usually a big per cent of most varieties will 
germinate and grow but it pays to give the bulblets a little extra 
attention. When bulblets are ordered we will always select the 
largest ones available.

Our bulbs are grown on our farm 
east of the city. 

If we are out of the 
variety ordered, we will not, under any condition, substitute with- 
out your permission.
